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Module  6:  Forest  and  Shield:  Stones  of  Two  Forts 


Overview 


In  Module  6  the  student  continues  the  journey  through  the  boreal  forest,  with  stops  at  the  pioneer  town  of 
Peace  River,  the  small  community  of  Slave  Lake,  the  booming  oil  town  of  Fort  McMurray,  and  the  small  historic 
hamlet  of  Fort  Chipewyan. 

In  this  playful  module,  the  student  follows  Alex  and  Isabelle  as  they  listen  to  stories  of  pioneers  and  bush 
pilots,  voyageurs  and  fur  traders,  and  Dene  and  Cree  people;  meet  Grand-pere  and  Grand-mere  Gladue;  and 
grapple  to  distinguish  facts  from  tall  tales. 

The  student  continues  to  explore  the  unique  and  fragile  ecosystem  of  the  boreal  forest.  The  student  learns 
about  the  forestry  industry  and  the  communities  that  depend  on  it.  He  or  she  tours  the  oil  sands  development, 
while  discussing  its  impact  on  the  growth  of  Fort  McMurray,  the  economy  of  Alberta,  and  the  environment. 
Along  with  the  twins,  the  student  takes  part  in  an  exciting  debate  about  the  future  of  oil  development  in 
Alberta.  Afterwards,  the  twins  learn  a  valuable  lesson  about  conserving  natural  resources  by  reducing, 
reusing,  recycling,  and  repairing. 

With  the  twins,  the  student  portages  with  voyageurs  along  swift  rivers  in  search  of  soft  furs;  looks  for  a 
passage  to  the  Pacific  Ocean  with  Alexander  Mackenzie;  and  meets  bigger-than-life  men  and  women, 
like  Dr.  Mary  Percy  Jackson,  Twelve  Foot  Davis,  and  Wop  May.

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Field  Trips  and  Speakers 


Field  trips  and  speakers  can  enrich  the  student's  experience  and  help  reinforce  concepts.  This  module  provides 
several  opportunities  for  both. 

Recommended  field  trips  for  the  study  of  history  include  the  following: 

•  Plan  a  hike  up  Misery  Mountain,  on  the  outskirts  of  the  town  of  Peace  River,  and  walk  in  the  footsteps  of 
larger-than-life  figures  like  Twelve  Foot  Davis. 

•  Visit  the  statue  of  Twelve  Foot  Davis  in  Peace  River  and  discuss  the  difference  between  tall  tales  and  facts. 

•  Visit  the  historic  train  station  in  the  town  of  Peace  River  and  discuss  the  very  early  railway  that  brought 
settlers  into  the  region  in  the  early  twentieth  century.  The  Home  Instructor's  Guide  for  Module  5  contains 
a  list  of  other  railway  museums  the  student  may  visit. 

•  Visit  the  Peace  River  Airport,  whose  present  location  was  chosen  by  bush  pilot  Wop  May.  Discuss  Wop 
May  and  Vic  Horner's  historic  mercy  flight  to  Fort  Vermilion. 

•  A  canoe  trip  along  a  local  river  would  help  the  student  get  a  small  taste  of  the  journey  of  great  explorers 
like  Alexander  Mackenzie  and  English  Chief. 

•  When  learning  about  the  Woodlands  Peoples,  visit  a  local  museum,  such  as  the  Royal  Alberta  Museum 
(http://www.royalalbertamuseum.ca/),  or,  with  permission,  a  Dene  Suline  (Chipewyan),  Dunne-za 
(Beaver),  or  Dene  Tha'  (Slavey)  reserve  in  northern  Alberta. 

Recommended  field  trips  for  the  study  of  natural  resources  and  geography  include  the  following: 

•  the  Boreal  Forest  Natural  Region  (in  particular,  the  places  mentioned  in  the  module,  such  as  Lesser  Slave 
Lake  and  Devonshire  Beach,  Fort  McMurray,  Slave  Lake,  High  Prairie,  and  Athabasca) 

•  any  of  the  communities  listed  in  Chapter  6  that  are  either  dependent  on  the  forestry  industry  or  have  it  as 
a  primary  industry 

•  the  Oil  Sands  Discovery  Centre  in  Fort  McMurray 

•  local  recycling  programs  and  plants  the  student  may  visit 

•  recycling  or  waste  management  plants  and  programs  in  association  with  the  Edmonton  Waste 
Management  Centre  (http://www.ewmce.com),  the  John  Janzen  Backyard  Composting  Education  Centre 
(780-496-2925),  and  the  Clean  Calgary  Association  (http://www.cleancalgary.org) 

•  Students  may  visit  a  natural  history  museum,  such  as  the  Fort  McMurray  Heritage  Park  Museum  or  the 
Royal  Alberta  Museum  in  Edmonton,  which  has  excellent  dioramas  of  Alberta  wildlife  and  exhibits  of 
Aboriginal  culture. 

•  Take  the  student  to  a  festival  or  attend  other  celebrations  in  Alberta,  such  as  the  Fort  McMurray 
Blueberry  Festival. 

•  Study  the  night  sky  and  observe  the  northern  lights  when  possible. 
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Speakers  may  include  any  of  the  following  to  discuss  the  stories  and  history  of  Alberta: 

•  explorers 

•  fur  traders 

•  pioneers  and  builders  of  the  railway 

•  First  Nations  Elders  (Ensure  proper  protocols  are  followed.) 

•  First  Nations  artists  and  storj^ellers 

•  speakers  from  the  Native  Friendship  Centre  or  other  community  resource  centre 

•  local  historical  society  members 

•  educators,  teachers,  or  professors  in  native  studies,  anthropology,  drama,  or  history  from  a  local  school, 
university,  or  college 

•  a  speaker  from  an  aviation  museum  or  historical  society  to  share  stories  about  bush  pilots 

Speakers  may  include  any  of  the  following  to  discuss  landforms,  natural  regions,  the  climate,  and  industries 
covered  in  the  module:

Chapter  Summaries 

Chapter  1:  North  on  the  Badly  Constructed  Railway 

This  chapter  should  take  approximately  40  minutes  to  complete. 

Objective 

The  focus  is  on  Dr.  Mary  Percy  Jackson,  one  of  the  first  female  doctors  in  the  north;  and  James  Cornwall 
(Peace  River  Jim),  who  loved  the  Peace  River  District,  helped  to  facilitate  the  building  of  the  Edmonton, 
Dunvegan,  and  British  Columbia  Railway,  and  encouraged  homesteaders  to  move  to  the  Peace  country. 

Instructional  Strategies 

With  the  student,  imagine  the  lives  of  two  great  pioneers:  Peace  River  Jim,  whose  love  for  the  Peace  River 
encouraged  many  settlers  to  move  north,  and  Dr.  Mary  Percy  Jackson,  who,  with  only  her  horse  Dan  for 
support,  treated  a  vast  array  of  illnesses. 

You  may  wish  to  have  your  student  visit  the  following  website  to  learn  more  about  the  life  of  Dr.  Mary  Percy 
Jackson:

When  there,  select  "open  the  trunk."  When  the  next  screen  appears,  sign  in  and  enter  the  station.  Select  the 
trunk  marked  Dr.  Jackson.  In  it  you  will  find  archival  documents,  letters,  and  photographs  of  Dr.  Mary  Percy 
Jackson's  journeys. 

Primarily,  use  the  stories  presented  in  the  chapter  to  discuss  the  immense  courage  of  both  the  men  and 
women  who  moved  to  the  Peace  River  district  and  whose  sense  of  fun  and  adventure  kept  them  there.  At 
the  same  time,  help  the  student  understand  that  while  the  newcomers  claimed  the  lands,  the  First  Peoples 
who  had  lived  there  for  centuries  at  times  suffered  greatly,  especially  when  they  caught  diseases  brought 
inadvertently  by  the  newcomers  and  their  traditional  hunting  lands  disappeared. 

Throughout  the  module,  challenge  the  student  to  critically  examine  historical  stories  and  especially 
distinguish  between  stories  of  fact  and  those  exaggerated  for  effect  and  humour. 

A  hike  up  Misery  Mountain,  on  the  outskirts  of  the  town  of  Peace  River,  would  be  an  exciting  way  for  the 
student  to  experience  some  of  the  terrain  where  Peace  River  Jim  and  Dr.  Mary  Percy  Jackson,  and  the  settlers 
and  homesteaders  who  followed  them,  walked  or  rode. 
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A  visit  to  the  historic  train  station  in  the  town  of  Peace  River  would  help  the  student  envision  the  very  early 
railway,  which  was  called  the  Edmonton,  Dunvegan,  and  British  Columbia  Railway  (and  nicknamed  the 
Extremely  Dangerous  and  Badly  Constructed  Railway  by  newcomers).  Be  sure  the  student  observes  all  safety 
precautions  for  outdoor  activities. 

Review  new  vocabulary  throughout  the  module  and,  whenever  possible,  incorporate  it  into  conversations. 
Remind  the  student  to  include  any  new  websites  found  in  this  module  in  his  or  her  Internet  Journal. 
At  the  end  of  the  chapter,  direct  the  student  to  the  Chapter  1  Assignment  in  Assignment  Booklet  6A. 

Chapter  2:  Bush  Pilots  and  Sky  Trails 

This  chapter  should  take  approximately  40  minutes  to  complete. 

Objective 

The  focus  is  on  bush  pilots  Wilfrid  (Wop)  May  and  Vic  Horner  and  their  mercy  flight  to  Fort  Vermilion. 

Instructional  Strategies 

With  the  student,  explore  the  great  courage  and  sense  of  adventure  of  two  amazing  bush  pilots,  Wilfrid 
(Wop)  May  and  Vic  Horner.  They  flew  from  Edmonton  to  Fort  Vermilion,  at  a  huge  personal  risk,  to  save  the 
lives  of  people  exposed  to  a  diphtheria  epidemic.  Remind  the  student  that  the  story  is  only  one  example 
of  the  courage  of  countless  bush  pilots  who  helped  the  people  living  in  the  north  by  often  providing  their 
only  transportation,  bringing  supplies  and  mail,  and  transporting  furs  and  other  goods  to  southern  markets. 
Remind  your  student  that  while  such  a  great  feat  actually  happened,  a  few  words  were  exaggerated  for  effect. 

On  the  Grade  4  Social  Studies  Multimedia  CD,  have  the  student  listen  to  "Diphtheria  Outbreak"  (Parts  1  and  2).

Invite  a  speaker  from  an  aviation  museum  or  historical  society  to  share  stories  of  bush  pilots.  If  time  permits, 
visit  the  Peace  River  Airport,  whose  location  was  chosen  by  Wop  May. 

You  may  wish  to  visit  Canada's  Aviation  Hall  of  Fame,  which  is  a  part  of  the  Reynolds-Alberta  Museum  in 
Wetaskiwin  (http://www.cahf.ca/). 

At  the  end  of  the  chapter,  direct  the  student  to  the  Chapter  2  Assignment  in  Assignment  Booklet  6A. 
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Chapter  3:  Tales  of  Gigantic  Moose  and  Twelve  Foot  Davis 


This  chapter  should  take  approximately  40  minutes  to  complete. 

Objective 

The  focus  is  on  prospector  Twelve  Foot  Davis  (Henry  Fuller  Davis)  and  bush  pilot  Daniel  Willard  Martin 
(Dan  Yaeger). 

Instructional  Strategies 

With  the  student,  compare  the  difference  between  historical  fiction  and  fact  by  reviewing  stories  of  Twelve 
Foot  Davis  and  Dan  Yaeger.  Remind  the  student  that  while  both  men  did  live  in  the  Peace  River  district  and  had 
many  of  the  adventures  mentioned  in  their  stories,  some  may  have  been  exaggerated  by  storytellers  to  make 
their  story  more  exciting  or  to  tease  the  listeners.  Help  the  student  understand  that  life  wasn't  always  serious 
for  early  settlers,  prospectors,  and  pioneers  and  that  they  loved  playing  jokes  on  others  and  having  fun. 

On  the  Grade  4  Social  Studies  Multimedia  CD,  have  the  student  listen  to  "12  Foot  Davis." 

A  field  trip  to  visit  the  statue  of  Twelve  Foot  Davis  in  the  town  of  Peace  River  would  help  the  student 
understand  that  a  prospector  by  that  name  did  once  live  in  the  area.

Chapter  4:  Reality  Challenge— By  Canoe,  Foot,  and  Portage 

This  chapter  should  take  approximately  40  minutes  to  complete. 

Objective 

The  focus  is  on  fur  trader  and  explorer  Alexander  Mackenzie;  the  famous  Beaver  Club,  where  he  told  tales  of 
his  adventures;  and  his  journey  to  Fort  Chipewyan. 

Instructional  Strategies 

Introduce  Alexander  Mackenzie  by  contrasting  his  life  in  the  city  of  Montreal  and  at  the  Beaver  Club  with  his 
life  in  the  wilderness  and  at  the  forts. 

Encourage  the  student  to  imagine  the  life  of  mangeurs  de  lard  (Montreal-based  voyageurs),  who  carried 
supplies  and  goods  between  Lachine  and  Grand  Portage  in  the  large  canots  de  maitre  (transportation  canoes). 
Compare  their  lives  to  les  hommes  du  nord  (men  of  the  north),  who  paddled  the  swifter  and  smaller  canots  du 
nord  (canoes  of  the  north)  through  lands  of  the  Dene  and  Cree  peoples. 
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The  following  website  contains  useful  information  about  Alexander  Mackenzie  and  voyageurs  in  Part  2:  The 
Fur  Trade  Era:

Your  student  might  enjoy  reading  more  about  history  of  the  fur  trade,  Alexander  Mackenzie's  explorations,  and 
the  Hudson's  Bay  Company  in  New  France  and  the  Fur  Trade  (Canadian  History  Series). 

Help  the  student  critically  assess  whether  events  described  in  Baba's  stories  were  facts  or  tall  tales.  Help  the 
student  understand  that  while  the  voyageurs  worked  hard,  they  loved  to  dance,  sing,  play  jokes,  and  compete 
in  contests  of  strength. 

Assist  your  student  as  necessary  to  listen  to  "Les  Voyageurs"  in  Module  6  of  the  Grade  4  Social  Studies 
Multimedia  CD. 

The  activity  with  the  partially  filled  4-L  milk  containers  would  even  be  more  interesting  if  the  student  climbed 
outdoor  steps  or  up  a  hill.  Be  sure  the  student  observes  all  safety  precautions  for  outdoor  activities. 

At  the  end  of  the  chapter,  direct  the  student  to  the  Chapter  4  Assignment  in  Assignment  Booklet  6A. 

Chapter  5:  Along  the  River  of  Disappointment 

This  chapter  should  take  approximately  40  minutes  to  complete. 

Objective 

The  focus  is  on  life  at  Fort  Chipewyan,  the  events  surrounding  the  journey  of  Alexander  Mackenzie  to  the 
Arctic,  and  the  reasons  why  he  named  a  river  the  River  of  Disappointment. 

Instructional  Strategies 

With  the  student,  explore  the  story  of  Alexander  Mackenzie. 

Help  your  student  find  out  more  about  Alexander  Mackenzie  at  the  Passageways:  True  Tales  of  Adventure  for 
Young  Explorers  website: 

http://www.collectionscanada.ca/explorers/kids/h3-1620-e.html 

Along  with  your  student,  you  may  want  to  visit  the  Spirit  of  the  Peace  Museums  Online  Catalog  at  http://www 
.albertasource.ca/spiritofthepeace/index.htm  to  view  some  of  the  collection  at  the  Peace  River  Centennial 
Museum  and  other  museums  of  the  Peace  country. 

Help  the  student  understand  that,  in  spite  of  Mackenzie's  great  skill  and  knowledge,  the  trip  would  have  been 
impossible  without  the  help  of  English  Chief,  the  courageous  paddlers,  and  the  women  who  were  guides, 
translators,  cooks,  and  seamstresses. 

A  canoe  trip  along  a  local  river  would  help  the  student  get  a  small  taste  of  the  journey  of  a  great  explorer. 
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Chapter  6:  Alex— To  the  Pacific  by  Land 

This  chapter  should  take  approximately  40  minutes  to  complete. 


Objective 

The  focus  is  on  Alexander  Mackenzie's  second  great  voyage,  his  stop  at  Fort  Fork  for  the  winter,  and  his  journey 
to  the  Pacific. 

Instructional  Strategies 

With  the  student,  explore  the  story  of  Alexander  Mackenzie's  second  journey.  Compare  it  with  the  explorations 
of  David  Thompson.  Help  the  student  understand  that  Philip  Turnor,  who  taught  him  how  to  use  navigation 
instruments,  and  Peter  Pond,  who  compiled  and  shared  maps  of  some  of  the  terrain,  helped  Mackenzie 
immensely.  Discuss  the  immense  contribution  of  the  courageous  paddlers  and  others  who  came  on  the  journey. 
Point  out  that  the  message  printed  on  a  rock  by  Mackenzie  near  the  Pacific  Ocean,  although  repainted  several 
times,  is  still  visible. 

Your  student  may  want  to  read  A  Dog  Came,  Too,  by  Ainslie  Manson,  which  recounts  Mackenzie's  trip  to  the 
Pacific  in  picture-book  format. 

Display  a  variety  of  pictures  in  the  study  area:  Mackenzie;  voyageurs;  fur  traders  (both  of  the  North  West 
Company  and  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company);  and  Dene  Suline  (Chipewyan),  Dene  Tha'  (Slavey),  Dunne-za 
(Beaver),  and  Sakawinowak  (Woodland  Cree)  peoples. 

Display  a  map  of  Canada.  With  the  student,  trace  Mackenzie's  journey  along  the  Mackenzie  River  and  the  journey 
to  the  Pacific  on  the  map  or  in  an  atlas. 

At  the  end  of  the  chapter,  direct  the  student  to  the  Chapter  6  Assignment  in  Assignment  Booklet  6A. 

Chapter  7:  A  Pit  Stop  at  Lesser  Slave  Lake 

This  chapter  should  tcike  approximately  40  minutes  to  complete. 

Objective 

This  chapter  focuses  on  the  forestry  industry  in  Alberta  and  the  communities  that  are  dependent  on  it. 

Instructional  Strategies 

Assist  the  student  as  needed  to  find  Lesser  Slave  Lake,  High  Prairie,  and  Slave  Lake  on  the  map  of  Alberta. 

Help  the  student  locate  the  forestry  communities  on  the  map  of  Alberta.  Your  map  may  not  show  Strachan,  as  it 
is  very  small.  If  not,  have  the  student  find  the  community  on  the  Internet  by  typing  its  name  in  a  search  engine.  It 
is  located  between  Eckville  and  Caroline. 

Discuss  the  link  between  the  communities  and  the  forestry  industry.  Communities  rely  on  the  surrounding  forest 
for  their  livelihood  in  several  ways  by  providing  the  people,  goods,  and  services  associated  with  the  industry. 
For  example,  gathering  the  raw  material — trees  (logging);  cutting  the  logs  into  boards  (sawmills);  making  other 
wood  products  (pulp  mills,  paper  mills,  furniture  factories);  harvesting  new  trees  (nurseries);  shipping  wood 
products  (trucks,  trains,  ships).  As  well,  there  may  be  various  stores  where  wood  products  may  be  purchased; 
recycling  depots;  and  government  agencies  and  private  companies  that  manage  the  industry.

Chapter  8:  The  Twins  Map  a  Route 

This  chapter  should  take  approximately  40  minutes  to  complete. 

Objective 

In  this  chapter  the  focus  is  on  mapping  skills  and  recreational  activities  and  wildlife  in  the  boreal  forest, 
specifically  the  Slave  Lake  area. 

Instructional  Strategies 

Listen  to  the  student  summarize  what  he  or  she  found  on  the  Internet  about  fish  and  fishing  in  Alberta. 

Review  map  symbols  with  the  student.  Locate  the  legend  on  the  map  of  Alberta  and  talk  about  the  special 
features,  such  as  airport  symbols  and  population  symbols.  Have  the  student  find  a  community  with  each  of  the 
populations  listed  using  the  symbols. 

Show  the  student  how  to  determine  the  distance  between  two  locations  on  a  map  by  using  the  distance  chart. 
At  the  end  of  the  chapter,  direct  the  student  to  the  Chapter  8  Assignment  in  Assignment  Booklet  6A. 

Beyond  the  Story 

This  chapter  includes  an  optional  Beyond  the  Story  activity.  If  time  allows,  encourage  the  student  to  find 
out  more  about  Important  Bird  Areas  in  Alberta,  Canada,  and  around  the  world.  You  may  want  to  visit  the 
Important  Bird  Areas  of  Canada  website  at  http://www.ibacanada.com/mdex.html  and  the  Lesser  Slave  Lake 
Bird  Observatory  website  at  http://www.lslbo.org/home.asp. 

Chapter  9:  Fort  McMurray — The  Northern  Light 

This  chapter  should  take  approximately  40  minutes  to  complete. 

Objective 

This  chapter  focuses  on  seasonal  activities  in  Fort  McMurray  and  how  they  are  influenced  by  geography  and 
climate. 
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Instructional  Strategies 


Talk  about  the  oil  industry  and  how  it  supplies  energy  to  Albertans,  Canadians,  and  people  around  the  world. 
Discuss  why  the  oil  industry  might  be  in  Fort  McMurray.  Guide  the  student  to  the  realization  that  the  oil  sands 
might  have  something  to  do  with  it. 

Help  the  student  research  the  northern  lights  on  the  Internet,  in  an  encyclopedia,  or  at  your  local  library. 
Talk  about  the  student's  findings.
